Declare Dur Royal Will and Pleaſure to be, And We do here⸗ 
Wh vy Command all Our Officers of Juſtice, and other Our 
SIE 5 Loving Subjects, that they uſe their utmoft Diligence and En- 
ccdeavour foz the Appꝛehending all Robbers oz High-way-=1nen, 
EDN, FE to the end they may be pꝛoceeded againſt accozding toLaw. And 
MM fo the Encouragement of ſuch as ſhall Appzehend any luch 
Offender o2 Offenders, We are graciouſly pleaſed, and do hereby Declare, That 
ſuchPerſon oꝛ Perſons, Who ſhall at any time vefoze the Fifth day of May nex?, Ap⸗ 
pꝛehend any Robber oz High-way-man, andcauſe him to be bꝛought into Cuſtody, 
ſhall, within Fifteen days after his Conviction, have a Reward of Ten pounds foz 
every ſuch Offender ſo Appꝛehended and Convicted. And all and every Sheriffs and 
Sheriff of the reſpective Counties and Sheriffwicks where ſuch Conviction ſhall be 
had, are, and is hereby required, upon the Certificate of the Judge, oꝛ Two, oz moꝛe 
Juſtices of the Peace befoze whom ſuch Perſon oz Perſons (hall be Convicted, of ſuch - 
Appꝛehenſion and Conviction, to Pay unto the Perſon oꝛ Perſons who ſhall Appꝛe⸗ 
hend ſuch Offender oꝛ Offenders, the Reward afozeſaid, within the Time akoꝛelaid, 
fo2 each and every Offender ſo Appꝛehended and Convicted as afozeſaid, out of Our 
Moneys received by ſuch Sheriff oꝛ Sheriffs in that County where ſuch Conviction 
ſhall be, Which ſhall be Allowed unto him oꝛ them upon his oz their Accompts in the 
Exchequer: foz the Allowance whereof, this Pꝛoclamation ſhall be a ſufficient Mar⸗ 
rant. And laſtly, We do hereby Charge and Command all Lieutenants, Deputy- 
Lieutenants, Juſtices of the Peace, Mayozs, Sheriffs, 2Bayliffs, and other ©ffi- 
ters and Perſons whatſoever, to take notice of this Our Royal Pꝛoclamation, and 
gibe due Obedience thereunto, and alſo to be aiding andaſſiſting in all things tend- 
ing to the Execution thereof, as they tender Qur Diſpleaſure, and upon pain of 


being pꝛoceeded againſt as Contemners of Dur Royal Autho:ity.
